New York, Aug. 9:— Twenty- 
seven thousand persona scat tared in 
twenty-eight States wil contribute 
a fraction over nine cents pet month 
to build and maintain a tuberculosis 
sanatorium at Liberty, N. T M which 
is to be established by the Woman's 
Ctrele, a national fraternal insur- 
ance organization. 

The State Chaiities Aid Associ- 
ation states that application haa 
been made to Health Commissioner 
Porter to erect this sanatorium, and 
if the application is granted, it la 
expected that immediate steps will 
he taken towards the erection of 
the hospital, which will accommo- 
date 40 patients. 

The yearly assessment of $1.10 
for each of the 97,000 members will 
result in a fund of $39, 70©, low- 
ing iuto New York State coffers. 
Thin scheme of asseasing each 
member of an organisation to eup- 
port a tuberculosis hospital haa been 
successfully tried in Albany, where 
uiheictiloaia pavilion, the first 
of its kin i in the country, is sup- 
port ed by the Federation of Labor 
from one cent a week asaeeamenta. 

Further evidence of the modern 
tendency among insurance orders to 
preserve the health of their patrons 
is contained in the announcement 
made by the Provident Saving 
Assurance Society of the crea- 
tion of a Health Bureau which aims 
to help the policy holders by (1) 
out ion of diaeaae (3) discover- 
ing disease in time to cheek or 
cure it.
